We publish to-day a very important notice 
issued by the Ministry of Public Works, which 
will, without doubt, cause very general satis- 
faction in Egypt. It had long been recognised 
both in.and out of the Ministry that the grow- 
ing unpopularity among Egyptians of the 
Polytechnic School’s course was likely, should 
it continue, to cause a dangerous : shortage in 
the number of engineers qualified for Govern- 


|:ment service in a country where Irrigation is 


all in all. We need not repeat the causes of 


the diminution of the numbers of candidates, . 


the tale has been told many times in our 
columns, and Sunday’s note merely sums up 
what we may call the professional reasons. 
Outside these there was the well-known fact, 
which is perhaps. left unmentioned as lying 
outside the scope of the Ministry of Public 
Works, that the cost of- living in Egypt has 
increased so rapidly in the last few years that 
what was quite recently a fair salary has now 
become ludicrously inadequate. Another effect 
of the above causes deserves notice. ‘The under- 
payment, probably inevitable and regrettable 
in any case, of the native engineers employed 
in Government service, aided to bring about 
the overcrowding of the legal profession from 


which Egypt now suffers. 


The financial difficulties which so hampered 
Egypt are at last removed, and this improve- 
ment of the conditions of service under the 
Ministry. of Public Works is one of the first 


| fruits of their removal. It will bring in more 
-}recruits, and good recruits, to the Irrigation 


Service, it will lessen the temptations to which 
underpaid officials are particularly exposed, 
and. it will in some degree reduce the con 

gestion of the legal and medical professions. 
‘On the’other hand, we are very glad to note 
that not orily will virtue be rewarded but vice, 
too, ‘will be punished in the most approved: 
fashion, for officials who have become ‘‘suspect”’ 
—and.we fancy that the Irrigation Depart 

merit, can generally form a pretty good idea of 
what are or are not just grounds for suspecting 
an engineer of corrupt practices—are not to 
participate in the reward bestowed on hard 
and honest service alone. If we have any criti- 
cism to make, it is this—that the Department 
should have admitted that a low rate of pay 
was an “extenuating circumstance” in cases of 
the kind. We agree that it is, but in 4 country 
where the giving and taking of “backsheesh”’ 
by petty officials is not yet generally regarded 
as a Vile and dishonourable thing, this admis- 
sion is sure to be made use of in the future by 


& variety of persons with grievances among a 
People where the “man in the street” merely 
apologises for performances which the public 
morality of other nations visits with the 
severest condemnation. But it is ungracious to 
look a gift horse in the mouth, and we have 
ample cause to congratulate the Government 
and the Ministry on the steps that have been 
taken to improve the lot of the native civil 
setvant and to raise to a still higher level the 
efficieney of a remarkably successful service.

fishing boats had been purchased at Hamburg, 
Hull, Southampton, and Christiana by the 
Japanese. In view of these facts, the Admiralty 
asked Germany, Great Britain, and Denmark 
for a special safeguard as regards the track of 
the squadron. Admiral Rodjestvensky, on the 
night of the 21st October, received a wireless 
telegram, apparently from the transport 
Kamchatka, 30 miles in the rear, asking for 
the latitude and longitude of the remainder of 
the squadron. Admiral Rodjestvensky suspect- 
ed a Japanese ruse to locate the Russians, 
Directly afterwards a searchlight was thrown 
on the Baltic fleet by the supposed Japanese, 
The Admiral then made out the forms of two 
torpedo-boats. ( Reuter.) 


Lonvon, November 6, 

The Commission accepted by Russia is 
described by Articles 9 to 14 of the Hague 
treaty. It will be composed as telegraphed on 
the 3rd inst., and will meet in Paris as soon as 
possible—probably within a fortnight after the 
convention is signed.

SUDAN IRRIGATION SERVICE, 


PARTICULARS OF PROJECT. | 


_ 


A Note of importance issued by the P. W. D. 
yesterday refers to the Sudan. After stating 
tha! before any of the schemes mentioned in 
Sir William Garstin’s Report for obtaining a 

| perlect control of the waters of the Nile! for 
the benefit of Egypt, and eventually intro- 
ducing a system of irrigation into ,the Sudan, 
can be decided upon, a thorough survey with 
extensive records of the Nile levels is abso- 
lutely necessary. 

It has therefore been determined to detach 
functionaries from the Irrigation 
Service of the Egyptian Government who will 
be considered to be charged with a special 
mission of indefinite duration. Each of these 
functionaries will receive a special allowance 
during the. whole of his residence in the Sudan. 
Besides these officials of the permanent staff, a 
number of provisional officials will be recruited 
to form the “higher provisional personnel,” 
or “provisional technical personnel.” They 
will all be entitled to a special provision for 
travelling expenses, according to the provisions 
of the Financial Code, and it is of course 
understood that in the case of the permanent 
staff the length of their service in the Sudan 
will count as entitling them to pension in’ 
accordaneé with the provisions of the Code 
above-mentioned, 

In view of the unhealthiness of a great part 
of the Sudan it is proposed to give officials of 
both categories every possible chance of visiting 
Europe once a year. They will therefore be 
entitled to 3 months’ leave a year at full pay. 

The post to be occupied by the perminent 
functionaries and the allowances granted them 
are as follows :— 

One Inspector General of Irrigation with 
Egyptian pay at the rate of L.E. 1,000 per 
annum and Sudan pay of L.E. 500. 

One Assistant Inspector with L.E..600, plus 
L.E. 200, po 

One Assistant Engineer with L.E. 240, plus 
L.E. 200, 

One Accountant with L.E. 180, plus LB. 
120. 

As these functionaries are permanent, new 
posts are to be created,and they will be consider- 
ed as on aspecial mission to theSudan.If through 
ill-health or any other cause they have to be 
recalled to Egypt, they will cease to obtain 
the Sudan allowance and will only receive the 
effective pay ‘of their former Egyptian post. 
They will be replaced in the Sudan service by 
other functionaries who volunteer for the 
vacant posts, so that the Egyptian service may 
not suffer, 

It will be eventually necessary to recruit a 
number of provisional agents. For the present 
they will only be recruited as the need for 
their services arises. ‘This branch of the per- 
sonnel will consist of assistant engineers, 
clerks, surveyors, and levellers, ‘Their pay will 
be proportionate to the importance of their 
work, clerks and assistant engineers being 
placed on the same footing with the perma- 
nent staff in the matter of leave and travelling 
expenses, Surveyors and levellers will be paid 
by the month, this pay including special 
allowances, 

A sum of L.E, 24,000 figures in the proposed 
Budget for 1905 as allotted to the study of 
irrigation in the Sudan, which includes cost of 
steamer hire, instruments, equipment, river 
work, etc. It is impossible to give the details 
of the expenditure proposed in the latter cases. 
This may depend on unknown data, i.e, new and 
difficult conditions of climate and transport 
and the supply of labour, 

Though the first object of the mission of the 
officials in question will be the study of various 
projects relating to the control of the Nile, 
they must be always ready to act as technical 
advisers to H.W. the Governor-General of the 
Sudan should he wish to consult them on the 
subject of the many questions concerning local 
irrigation, or about concessions of land in the 
Sudan territory. 

The Minister of Public Works proposes to 
appoint Mr, ©. Dupuis, Inspector of the 2nd 
Circle of Irrigation in Egypt, as Inspector- 

General of Irrigation in the Sudan; The 
fuuctionaries of the second class will be chosen 
by the Minister among those who agree to 
serve in the Sudan. 

‘'he Minister hopes that the Council of 
Ministers will approve the above proposals.

THE GREEK SQUADRON. 

The Greek Squadron, consisting of trhee Ist- 
class armoured cruisers, the Psard, flagship, the 
Hydra, and the Spetsas, under the command 
of Commodore D. Coundourioti, aide-dée-camp to 
the King of Greece, arrived on Saturday morn- 
ing from Algiers, After dropping anchor in 
front of Ras-el-'Tin Palace, it saluted the Egyp- 
tian flag with 21 guns, the .band playing the 
Egyptian hymn at the same time. The steamer 
Bear, of the Bell’s Asia Minor Line, having on 
hoard the band of the Greek Philharmonic So- 
ciety, together with the committee of reception, 
went out to meet the ships, and altogether a 
hundred small boats, including steam launches, 
collected round the advancihg squadron, greet- 
ing it with enthusiastic cheers. : 

After the usual sanitary visit, etc, Mr. C. 
Sinopoulo, the Hellenic Vice-Consul, went on 


board to arrange with the Commodore the details 
of the reception. At 3 o'clock in the afternoon, 
M. N. Scotidis, the Hellenic Consul, accom- 
panied by his staff, in full uniform, paid an 
official visit to the flag-ship, and. was received 
with due honours. At 4 o'clock, a,special steam 
launch took on board the committee for the 
reception, viz., Me. Benachi, president of the 
Greek community, “M. M. Sinadino, the vice- 
president, Messrs. B. Civitanidis, D. Theodo- 
rakis, 8. Farngiscates, L. Limpritis, J. Cartalis, 
A. Benachi, E. Paraskeva, and S. Delta. 

During the afternoon. an inimense crowd of 
visitors went on board to see the ships. The 
Commodore dined on Saturday night at the 
house of Mr. and Mrs. Michel Sinadino, and 
appeared afterwards at the Zizinia Theatre, 
where a lot of the officers were also present. 

All the shops and private houses and offices 
belonging to Greek subjects were profusely 
decorated with national flags for the occasion, 

Yesterday, after the usual service at the 
Greek-Orthodox Church, ‘“Evahgelismos,’”’aspe- 
cial 'l'e Deum service was sung at 10.30 a.m., 
the Patriarch Photios officiating. with all his 
clergy, uimidst an immense concourse of people. 
At about 10 o'clock, Commodore Coundourioti, 
accompanied by the Consul, Mr. N. Scotidis, 
drove up in the private carriage of Mr, Bena- 
chi and was received with loud cheers.and the 
strains of the Greek national hymn, played by 
the Greek Philharmonic Society, stationed in 
the square before the church. ‘lhe Commo- 
dore was shown to his allotted place, amidst 
his staff and the other officers of the fleet, by 
the members of the committee for the reception. 

The ‘Te Deum, sung by the full choir of the 
church, was extremely solemn and impressive, 
especially the Byzantine music, rendered by 
a tenor in solo, which attracted general 
attention, At the end of the Te Deum, the 
Patriarch addressed the congregation very 
eloquently. After welcoming the officers and 
men, he dwelt upof the historical and religious 
associations between Greece proper and Alex- 
andria. He explained to the congregation that 
every Greek coming to Alexandria was not 
coming to a strange land, but was coming to a 
place of which the origin was Greek, having 
been founded by Alexander the Great, and he 
impressed the congregation with the great and 
important rdle which Alexandria had played 
in the early days of Christianity, by pro- 
pagating that religion. He then lauded the 
patriotic sentiments of the Hellenic colony in 
Egypt, which he impressed upon his hearers as 
being very rich and powerful, and which in. 
reality formed part of the strength of the 
mother country. He terminated by explaining 
that all the hopes of the realisation of national 
aspirations were centred ‘on the navy. He 
ended by calling for cheers for his Majesty the 
King of Greece, which were rendered with the 
greatest enthusiasm and spirit. 

he departure of the Commodore and staff 
was effected amidst tremendous erithusiasm 
and excitement, expressed by the large crowds of 
people massed outside the church, the num- 
ber of people éstimated in and out being about 
10,000 souls, A body of 300 sailors drawn from 
the three ships formed a guard of honour in 
church. 

Amongst the congregation we remarked Mr. 
and Mrs, E. Benachi, Mr. and Mrs..M. Salvago, 
Mr. and Mrs. M. Sinadino, Mr. G, Zervoudachi,

After the service, the Commodore and his 
staff, and the other officers of the fleet, drove 
to the Patriarchate, where a reception was 
held, and subsequently went to the Gouver- 
norat where they were presented to Mahmoud 
Pasha Sidky, the Governor of Alexandria, by 
the Consul General.

"POLYTECHNIC SCHOOL. 


ENTRANCE ON A NEW ERA. 


_ We give a resumé of a very important Note 

issued yesterday by the Ministry of Public 

P ti bearing the signature of H.E. Fakhry 
asha, 

_ The Note opens by observing that the atten- 
tion of the Ministry of Public Works has been 
called for some time past to the yearly diminu- 
tion in the number, of candidates for the Poly- 
technic School at Ghizeh. There could be no 
doubt as to the causes of this diminution. 
Employment under the Ministry: of Public 
Works was not looked upon as lucrative, and 
the majority of youths. who Nad successfully 
passed through the Government secondary 
schools preferred to study Law or Medicine 
owing to the wider field and higher emolu- 
menis promised by these professions. Moreover, 
doctors in the employ of the Egyptian Govern- 
ment were allowed to occupy themselves as 


well with private practice, while engineers | 


sérving under the Ministry of Public Works 

were most strictly forbidden to engage in any. 
ut governmental work. 

_ There were’ other and important reasons to 
account for the unpopularity of the service. 

The work was extremely difficult and its 
difficulties and extent showed a tendency to 
increase pari passu with the extension ot 
irrigation. The life was often solitary, far 
from the large centres, and trying to a degree ; 
promotion was slow and the number of prizes 
attainable very limited. The decrease in the 
number of pupils admitted to the Polytechnic 
began in 1899, The figures from 1897 onwards 
were as follows ; 1897, 15; 1898, 20; 1899, 13; 
1900, 9; 1901, 4; 1902, 8; 1903, 1. In 1904 
7 pupils were attracted through the well-found- 
ed belief that the conditions of service would 
shortly be improved. 

It has now been ‘decided to make certain 
modifications in the numbers of the cadres and 
in the salaries paid, which will involve an in- 
crease of L.H.25,848 in the Budget of the Mi- 
nistry. On leaving the Polytechnic School suc- 
cessful pupils will at once receive L.E.12 instead 
of L.E.8, which was by no means a high rate 
of pay if the high standard of education de- 
manded.in the case of candidates for the Poly- 
technic School was taken into account, Engi- 
neers of all classes will have a rise of pay 
granted them—e.g., chief engineers of the 1st 
class will be entitled to a maximum of L.E.50 
per month while their monthly pay has hitherto 
amounted only to L.H.30. ‘'To:every one in 
possession of the facts respecting the work and 
duties of chief engineers this does not. seem 
any too much, 

- It is also believed that the increase of sala- 
ries will improve the morale of the service, for, 
though it never was suggested that a majority 
of.the personnel were corrupt, the Ministry 
regretfully acknowledges that certain accusa- 
tions of dishonesty proved in-some cases to be 
only too well-founded, Poor pay is no excuse for 
dishonesty and corruption, but under certain 
circumstances it may be .pleaded as an exte- 
nuating circumstance, and though it is not 
contended that an increase of pay will make 
an honest out of a corrupt employé, it is pro- 
bable that members’ of the service who have 
leanings to dishonesty will be kept in check by 
the knowledge of the greater importance of 
their positions from a financial point of view, 
while the honest employé will be far less 
subject to temptation. 

This‘augmentation of pay will not extend to 
all members of the service. Certain of the 
agents of the Ministry have rendered them- 
selves subject to just suspicion of dishonesty 
and they are not intended to benefit frotn the 
new regulations, Nor will length of service in 
a certain class entitle any official to a rise of 
salary. The Ministry shall alone have the 
right to decide which of its present employés 
deserve to enjoy higher pay, while the recruits 
will start directly under the new sbale. 

The actual inerease of the numbers of the 
cadres is due to the creation of a new Circle, 


‘with Zifta as its headquarters, and the division 


of the Minieh province into two sections, each 
under a chief engineer,

UNLUCKY CONDENSERS.

ene Suakin, October 31. 

The condensers for Suakin seem to be very 
unlucky. “The erecting engineer, Mr. Craw- 
ford, who was sent out by the firm to put up 
the condenser wrecked by the Afghanistan, 
had to be sent home again as unfit for Suakin. 
The firm then sent out another erecting en 
gineer, Mr. Simpson, to put up the condenser 
just arrived by the Mooristan, but this gentle- 
man has fallenill and been pronounced medically 
unfit for Suakin also. He thereforereturnshome 
by the S.S. Mehallah to-day. It is to be hoped 
that the next engineer will be able to stand 
the climate as the condenser is badly needed 
here. . 

DISASTROUS STORM. 

On the evening of the 16th inst. a very 
heavy rainstorm passed over Graham’s Point 
and Suakin, which lasted for 14 hours. The 
storm, which was accompanied by hail, thunder, 
and lightning, was of great severity. Such a 
storm has not been experienced here for niany 
years. Several houses collapsed at Suakin 
and some wooden roofs were blown away 
for a great’ distance. At Graham’s Point a 
the tents were uprooted and blown away, 
causing a panic among those living in them. 
A new iron running shed, recently put up 
and not quite completed, was torn up and 
thrown down, most of the iron pillars and 
angle irons being damaged. The railway 
banks, about 5 feet high, were washed away 
and levelled to the ground outside Suakin 
town. Next morning, Col. Macauley Bey, 
Director of Railways, accompanied by Bimbashi 
Lord, acting chief engineer, took a special 
train from Graham’s Point and inspected the 
whole of the new line as far as Railh He 
immediately ordered staff officer Aly Effendy, 
Shawky, with a few hundred Arabs and 
soldiers, to repair the damage done. The line 
is in working order again after a few days’ 
hard work.

How far this intention was carried out does 
not appear, but it seems that the price payable 
to the Anglo-Egyptian Automatic Trading 
Company included 25,500 shares in the British 
and Colonial Company, and that, in addition to 
having to issue these 25,500 shares, the British 
and Colonial Company was in the debt of the 
Anglo-Egyptian Company to the extent of 
£12,000.
